Wilmington has secured: a $245,000 
grant to upgrade housing in the Silver 
Lake area. 

Assistant Town Manager Buzz 
Stapeynski received word from 
Congressman Jim Shannon's office 
last Friday that the town's pre- 
application had been ed under 
a Community Development Block 
Grant Program with the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD). 

The money will be used for the 
upgrading of about 116 units of rental 
and owner-occupied housing. Stape- 
zynski said that the the target area of 
the program would be Grove Avenue 
and its tributaries. 

The Silver Lake area has a large 
number of houses that are converted 
summer camps, many of them dating 
from the 1920's, some earlier. Many 
such camps have been improved by 
their owners over the years, but there 
are many others that fall into the 
caleaery of substandard housing. 

zynski said that the program 

be used to bring the houses up 
payesetiahne with housing codes. He 
said that the federal officials wanted 
to use the program to substantially 
increase the number of housing units 
in the area that are up to code, 

‘The money should be available in 
late 1980. 

“My hope is that this will be the 
first of several years for this sort of 
thing,” ” said Stapezynski. “That is my 
long range plan,” 

Shannon's office also said that 
Billerica had received approval of a 


$291,000 grant, and Chelmsford for a 
$284,000 grant. 

“['m extremely pleased with the 
number of grants. that my district 
received,” said Shannon. “My office 
has worked closely with local of- 
ficials, with the Northern Area 
Middlesex Commission, and officials 
at HUD, These grants will address 
local community development needs. 

A spokesman for Shannon's office 
said that the grants were from 
discretionary monies, which have 
been set aside for such grants. 

The grant program for housing 
rehabilitation is the second major 
improvement scheduled for the Grove 
Avenue area in 1980, Construction of 
a sanitary sewer in the area has 
already begun.

The home of the Rev. Isaac Morrill, 
on Middlesex Avenue in Wilmington is 
probably good for another 275 years. 

Itwas rebuilt, last summer, by Paul 
Hermon. Mr. and Mrs. Paul Hermon 
and family live there now. She was 
the former Lorraine Kenny, and her 
parents live next door. 

Two hundred and seventy-five 
years ago there was a grist mill, 
where the-Mill Brook runs under 
Middlesex Avenue. The miller built 
the home that is. now the Hermon 
home. His name was Snow. 

Snow sold to a miller named 
Kendall Pearson, from Lynnfield. 
Kendall moved in a few years after 
the mill was started, and operated it 
until about 1737. It was at that time 
his wife died, and about that time he 
sold the mill, and began to operate 
Nod Mill, in North Wilmington.

He was 
ordained the Minister of the 
Wilmington Church of Christ in 1741, 
and three months later, in August, he 
married Mary Ayer of Haverhill. 

Parson Morrill, of course, occupies 
a big niche in the history of 
Wilmington. He was the minister of 
that church for about 55 years, before 
he died, in 1793, He was suffering 
from asthmatic complaints, in his last 
years, but it was cancer of the mouth 
that findily carried him off this world. 

Isaae-Morrill was a chaplain, in the 
army, in 1758, during one of the wars 
with France. He served at Fort 
Edward in New York State in a 
regiment commanded by Colonel 
Nichols. Many diaries mention his 
preaching at that fort, which never 
got (at that time) into an active 
combat role. 

Parson Morrill, too, made a mark in

history, sort of, when The Rev 
George Whitefield came to 
Wilmington. It was Isaac Morrill, 
according to his own account, who 
mounted his horse and rode all over 
town forbidding the people to listen to 
the Rev. Mr. Whitefield. 

This could be described, possibly, 
as “passing strange” for the Parson 
was said to be an Arminian, which 
was a description phrase of those 
days for a long winded preacher with 
liberal views. If he had liberal views 
why did he not allow another minister 
to preach? 

In -time he was to form an 
association of ministers which was 
known as the Wilmington Association. 

Tt was an association which par- 
ticipated in the ordination of 
clergymen, and not, it seems, like the 
association of the same time in 
Boston, which was more political in 
nature. 

His second wife was Dorothy 
Ruggles of Billerica, the daughter of 
the minister of that town, and the 
couple was blessed with 12 children. 
‘There is reason to believe that it was 
Dorothy Ruggles who wrote a letter 
still to be found in the state house, 
concerning the status of a family from 
Nova Scotia, who were in Wilmington 
in 1755. That was on the occasion of 
the transportation of the Acadians, an 
event of which Longfellow wrote, 
describing it as the adventures of 
Evangeline. -~ 

In the Revolutionary War the Rev 
Mr. Morrill was an ardent patriot. An 
ardent disciple of Locke, he’preached 
that George III was the agressor. It is 
to be believed that he was the author 
of the ‘Wilmington Resolves’ of 1774, 
which have appeared in this paper. 

There is a tradition of his being in 
Bedford, on Concord Day, with the 
Wilmington Mirtutemen, on their way 
to Concord, but he was too old to 
march to Quebec with Arnold, and he 
hired a substitute to take his place 

The people of Wilmington ap-

firewood. He owned a large woodlot, 
to be best described as the land that is 
now Lawrence Street. Presumably it 
was there from which the wood came. 

In June, 1778 the town had to con- 
sider the new Constitution, which the 
state legislature had made. Mr 
‘Morrill was the chairman of the town 
committee. That committee 
recommended that the town oppose 
the constitution 

There was no Bill of Rights, the 
committee said. Further there was a 
provision that there be a Governor, 
and a Lieutenant Governor, and the 
second office was quite needless. 

In 1780, when Lexington Green was 
dedicated as a battlefield, it was the 
Rev: Mr. Morrill who preached the 
sermon. That was on Apri! 19, 1780 
The sermon is still to be found, in the 
rolls of the Massachusetts Historical 
Society. 

In that year he was/chairman of 
another committee, tyconsider a new 
constitution for Massachusetts. This 
time the committee recommended 
accepting the constitution, but with 
reservations. 

Another member of that com- 
mittee, Capt. John Harnden, who had 
fought at Bunker Hill, cast the vote 
‘Yor Wilmington, in the state house. 

The Morrill house passed on to a 
son, and then toa grandson. For 140 
years it was in the same name, as 
near as can be reckoned. In 1880, on 
the 150th anniversary of the town, 
Cadwallader Morrill owned the house, 
and the shed in back was his 
workshop, where he made coffins 
Cadwallader was a Deacon, in the 
church in which his grandfather was 
the preacher, and his shed is still to be 
seen, in back of the house where his 
grandfather lived for so many years.

“New program funded 


for adults 


Shawsheen Tech has beén awarded 
a grant from the Division of Oc- 
dupational Education, The grant is 
called T.A.P. which stands for 
Testing, Assessment and Placing. 
‘The program is for adults from the 


towns of Bedford, Billerica; 
Burlington, Tewksbury. . and 
_ Wilmington, 


.. John McDermott, the Area Coor- 
dinator at Shawsheen Tech, indicates 
fhat there are many adults who are 
the single support of a household and 
esire to enter the work force or up- 
grade their job skills for better paying 
Positions, 

The problem for many adults, Mr. 
McDermott points out, is their lack of 
self confidence to seek out help, their 
lack of financial means to attend 
training programs or just do not know 
pst job areas they are qualified to 

ill. 

The solution to these and other 
problems will be addressed under 
Project T.A.P. The program has been 
developed into four phases. Anyone 
participating in the program will 
complete the various phases based 
upon their individual needs. Daniel 
Trainor, a guidance counselor at 
Shawsheen, will be the project 
director. Under Phase I, which is 
eight weeks in length, the applicants 
will be tested and counseled to find 
the job clusters in which they show 
the greatest promies. Phase II is a 
career decision-making program of 
four weeks, Each applicant will visit

various shops of interest at the school 
and localindustry. They will see first- 
hand the types of work sites and jobs 
available to them. Phase III will 
consist of eight weeks of skill training 
and Phase IV will provide a job 
placement counselor assisting each 
applicant in finding productive jobs. 

The program will start on January 
21 at 7 p.m. in the guidance area at 
Shawsheen. Classes will be held two 
evenings per week from 7 to 10. 

Interested applicants can register. 
during the day by calling Mr. Mc- 
Dermott at 667-2111 or during the 
evening school registration on 
January 14 at 7, in the guidance area 
The criteria for the selection of ap- 
plicants for Project T.A.P. will be 
based upon the following guidelines: 

1. Persons who had been 
homemakers but who now, because of 
dissolution of marriage, must seek 
employment. 

2, Persons who are single heads of 
households who lack adequate job 
skills. 

3, Persons who are currently 
homemakers and part time workers 
but who wish to secure a full time job. 

4. Women who are now in jobs 
which have been traditionally con- 
sidered jobs for females and who wish 
to. seek employment in a non- 
traditional area 

5. Both males and females are 
encouraged to participate in the 
program.

Well, I am told it only costs $1.00 to 
buy a ‘joint.’ For $1.00 a lot of these 
kids solve their problem of having 
nothing to do, and no pore to go. 
They get stoned. And, after that, they 
get lethargic. Now they don't have 
the problem of finding a place to burn 
off their excess energy, they simply 
become ‘burnt out.’ 

Has anyone else noticed that we 
have a lot of unused space in our 
town? Why can't we have a cinema, 
bowling alley, or a “Young Citizens 
Club?” 

Surely, no one would object to our 
younger citizens having a place of 
their own, a place where they can go 
when they're lonely, when they want 
the companionship’ of people their 
own age, when they need to be away 
from their families. Just because of 
their youth is no reason to deprive 


them of a place of their.own, as much 
as I love my family, I still need time 
away from them... 

Perhaps, if they-had such a-place, 
we could bring a halt to the assaults 
‘on our schools, and other properties 
that was launched allegedly by our 
younger citizens.
